REMARKS 

In the above-noted Amendment, the parenthetical status identifiers provided in 
parenthesis for Claims 69 and 72 through 76 were not correct. 

The Notice states that "Only the corrected section of the non-compliant amendment 
document must be submitted." Accordingly, Applicants are hereby supplementing the 
Amendment by re-representing the portion of the Amendment directed to canceling, 
amending, and adding claims. More specifically, amended Claims 69 and 72 through 77 
have been re-presented herein using a correct parenthetical status identifier for each claim. 
In addition, Claims 70 and 71 are cancelled and Claim 77 is newly presented herein. (The 
status identifiers used herein have been selected based on the changes in the claims relative 
to the claims as presented in the Amendment After Final Rejection filed May 20, 2004.) 

It is understood that the other previously-submitted sections of that Amendment, 
including the amendments to page 57 of the specification and the Remarks, either have 
been or will be entered and considered. 
Claims Status 

Claims 1 through 68, 70, and 71 are canceled. 

Claims 69 and 72 through 77 are pending in the application. No new matter has 
been presented. Claim 69 is the only independent claim pending in the application. 

Conclusion

Amendment ("Response") is fully responsive to the Notice and ensures that the 
Amendment, filed October 15, 2004, is fully compliant with the Rules.
